GLOWING PRAISE. 
OF BRITISH FLEET. 
GIVEN BY YANKEE 


COMMANDER | R. iP. SCUDDER OF 
U.8. NAVY VISITS 
- CALGARY. 


, DECLARES BRITISH TARS ARE 
AMONG FINEST. FELLOWS ON ! 


EARTH. 


According to ‘Commander: R.. P. 
Scudder, of the. U.S. Navy, who: was 
in Calgary . this morning, Secretary 
Daniels, of the navy department, and 
others, will have to wait some time 
to see the battleships of the land 
of the Stars and Stripes holding 
supreme command; of the seas. 

“He will have to go some,” was 
the way the commander put it to 
a representative of. the Calgary. Her- 
ald when seen at the Palliser Hotel 
this ‘morning. 

Commander Scudder. served on the 
gunboat Texas, which wag one of the 
U.S. fron-clads that formed part of 
the British. grand .fleet under Ad- 
miral Beatt, and his boat was one 
of the line through which the Ger- 
man navy passed at the time of. sur- 
render. 

A GLORIOUS SIGHT. 

“It was a glorious sight to sea a 
battleships stretching for 
about forty miles,” said the com- 
mander—“the finest of its sort that 
has ever been seen in the history of 
the world. To those of us who had 
not a very clear idea of what the 
naval power of Britain meant it was 
an.eye-opener, and -a spectacle which 
will always be remembered. 

“Summed up in one word it was 
wonderful. When any nation on 
earth talks of running a fleet to 
equal it, they -have another guess 
coming, that's all. ”. 

: THE ONE REGRET. 

‘But it wags not altogether the num. 
erical strength of Britain’s navy 
that most of all struck the com- 
mander. It was its general organi- 
zation. .That, he said, was the last 
word in naval admJnistration. There 
was only one regret, which found 
voice from the admiral himself down 
to the youngest ‘midshipman, and 
that wag that when the German fleet 
came out it Wages to fight, but to 
surrender. : 

“The British © tare, “le -said, were 
among the finest fellows on earth; 
there was no body of, men exactly 
like them. Heredity, possibly, was 
the cause of this, for, in the majority 
of cases their direct descendants had 
been in the navy for generations. 

CHASED THE SUBS. 

Commander Scudder stated that 
for the most part the Texas had been 
employed in chasing enemy submar- 
ines. The latter, however, always 
gave the gunboat a very wide berth 


and it was very rarely that they 
ever came within range. When they 
did they immediately submerged, 


One of the other American vessels on 
ONg occasion was more _ fortunate 
and scored a direct hit on a sub. 
“Nothing, of course, .wag afterwards 
seen of its crew,” he said. 

When the German fleet  surren- 
dered Commander Scudder stated 
that the Americans were as keenly 
enthusiastic ag the British. At any 
rate they felt that they had helped 
in s0Mg measure in bringing about 
one of the most momentous specte- 
cles in the history of the world. 

The American naval man paid a 
great compliment to the spirit of the 
British people. Nothing could sub« 
cue them, he said, even in the deep- 
est days of gloom. 

Commander Scudder has only just 
arrived back from Fng’end. He is 
spending a few days in Calgary vis-

It is as follows: 


Whereas the war has revealed the 
amazing financial strength of Great 
Britain, which has enabled her to fin- 
ance not only her. Gwn part in the 
struggle, but to assist in financing her 
Allies to the extent of, hundreds of 
millions of pounds, this enviable pos!- 
tion being due to the free trade policy 
which has enabled her to draw her 
supplies freely from every quarter of 
the globe and consequently to under- 
sell her competitors on the world’s 
markets, and because this policy has 
not only been profitable to Great Bri- 
tain, but has greatly strengthened the 
bonds of the Empire by facilitating 
trade between ‘the motherland and 
her overseas dominions—we believe 
that the best interests of the Empir 
and of Canada would te served’ by 
reciprocal action on the part of Can- 
ada through gradual reductions of the 
tariff on British imports, having for 
its object a closer union and a better 
understanding between Canada and 
the Motherland and by so doing not 
only strengthen the hands of Great 
Britain in the life and death struggle 
in which she is now engaged, but at 
the same time bring about a great re- 
duction in the cost of ving to our 
Canadian people; 

And whereas the Protective Tariff 
has fostered combines, trusts, and 
“gentlemen's agreements” in almost 
every line of Canadian industrial en- 
terprise, by means of which the peo- 
ple of Canada—both urban and rural 
—have been shamefully exploited 
through the elimination of competi- 
tion, the ruination of many of our 
smaller industries and the advance- 
ment of prices on practically all man- 
ufactured goods to the full extent per- 
mitted by the tariff: 

And whereas agriculture—the basic 
industry upon which the success of 
all other industries primarily depends 
—is almost stagnant throughout Can- 
ada as shown by the declining rural 
population in both eastern and west- 
ern Canada, due largely to the greatly 
increased cost of agricultural imple- 
ments and machinery, clothing, boots 
and shoes, building material and prac- 
tically everything the farmer has to 
buy, caused by the Protective Tariff, 
so that it is becoming impossible for 
farmers generally to carry on farming 
operations profitably; 

And whereas the Protective Tariff 
is the most wasteful and costly me- 
thod ever designed for raising nation- 
al revenue, because for every dollar 
obtained thereby for the public treas- 
ury at least three dollars pass into 
the pockets of the protected interests, 
thereby building up a privileged class 
at the expense of the masses, thus 
making the rich richer and the poor 
poorer; 

And whereas the Protective Tariff 
has been and {is a chief corrupting in- 
fluence in our national life because 
the protected interests, in order to 
maintain their unjust privileges, have 
contributed lavishly to political and 
campaign funds, thus encouraging 
both political parties to look to them 
for support, thereby lowering the 
standard of public morality. 

Therefore be it resolved that the 
Canadian Council of Agriculture, re- 
presenting the organized farmers of 
Canada, urges that as a means of 
bringing about these much needed re- 
forms and at the same time reducing 
the high cost of living, now proving 
such a burden an the people of Can- 
ada, our tariff laws should be amend- 
ed as follows: 

1—By reducing the customs duty on 
goods imported from Great Britain to 
one half the sates charged under the 
general) tariff and that further gradual 
uniform reductions be made in the 
remaining tariff on British imports 
that will ensure complete free trade 
between Great Britain and Canada in 
five years. 

2—That the Reciprocity Agreement 
of 1911, which still remains on the 
United States statute books, be ac- 
cepted by the Parliament of Canada. 

3—That all foodstuffs not included 
in the Reciprocity Agreement be plac- 
ed on the free list. 

4—That agricultural implements, 
vehicles, fertilizers, 
coal, lumber, cement, illuminating fuel 
and lubricating oils be placed on the 
free list. 

5—That the customs. tariff on all 
the necessaries of life be materially 
reduced. 

6—That all tariff concessions grant- | 
ed to other countries be immediately 
extended to Great Britain. 

As these tariff reductions will very 
considerably reduce the national re- 
venue derived from that source, the 
Canadian Council of Agriculture 
would recommend that in order to 
provide the necessary additional re- 
venue for carrying on the government 
of the country and for the prosecution 
of the war to a successful conclusion, 
dircet taxation be imposed in the fol- 
lowing manner: 

1—By a direct tax on unimproved 
land values, including all natural re- 
sources. 

2—By a sharply graduated personal 
income tax. 

3—By a heavy graduated inherit- 
ance tax on large estates, 

4—By a graduated income tax on 
the profits of corporations. 

The Canadian Council of Agricul- 
ture desires to endorse also the fol- 
lowing policies as in the best inter- 
ests of the people of Canada: 

1—The nationalization of all rail- 
way, 
jes, 

2—That no more natural resouces 
be alienated from the Crown but 
brought into use only under short 
term leases in which the interests of 
the public shall be properly safeguard- 
ed, such leases to be granted only by 
public auction. 

38—Direct legislation, including the 
initiative and referendum and the 
right of recall. 

4—Publicity of political campaign 
fund contributions and ependitures 
both before and after elections. 

6—The abolition of the patronage

Mayor Clarke of Edmonton, receiv- 
ed a wire from H. J. Daly, secretary 
of the reconstruction committee of 
the federal government, which in- 
cludes a number of the Ottawa cab- 


inet ministers, that the suggestions » 


from the Western Mayors had been 


turned over to the minister of labor - 


and would also be dealt with by the 
repatriation committee. 

At the special meeting of the coun, 
cil committee, Edmonton, the mayor 
explained that. the western mayors 
all agree that most serious difficul- 
ties due to the war face the”prairie 
mnuicipalities, and there must be 
every assistance from all the govern- 
ments to help tide over the crisis. It 
ig felt that since private individuals 
and otherg are being reimbursed by 
the federal government for losses 
sustained from the war, it is no more 
than justice that cities should be 
given some aid for the very obvious 


setbackg suffered during the last 
four years. It fs also proposed that 
the federal .government shall be 


urged to help the cities pass over the 
labor crisis by the development of 
public works and by the building of 
railways where such are - urgently 
required.

That -Uniorm-Liberals will not attend 
the convention: called by the execu- 
tive of the Laurier-Liberal wing of 
the party, is ‘the. opinion voiced by 
the leading Liberals, who. refused- to 
follow the path taken‘ by Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier at the election in 1917,. al-

As to what was the object of the 
convention which igs called for Jan. 
16, The Herald representative. was 
unable to find, as the spokesman of 
the Laurier-Liberals dealt rather in 
generalities than 
statement of the reasons of the early 
calling of the Liberal convention. 


PATRIOTIC DUTY 

George H. Ross, K.C., said it was 
the patriotic duty of electors to as- 
sociate themselves together by an 
organization in order to advocate and 
promote those policies which they 
believe to be in the best interests of 
the community. He believed that a 
great deal of good could be done in 
measures by the Liberal convention. 
Howard McLean favored the holding 
of a convention ag there was, he said, 
an urgent need for those who believe 
in Liberal principles, ‘to get together 
and endeavor to help solve the many 
serious problems facing the people of 
Canada. He did not know any Liber- 
als who wanted to exclude other Lib- 
erals- from the party if they still be- 
lieved in the value of Liberal princi- 
ples in the government. 


A, Allan, president of the Laurier- be 


Liberal ‘Association, said . that any) 
one calling himself a Liberal should 
be permitted to attend the convention 
even though through conscientious 
conviction he had. supported Union 
government at the last election.

vention, so that the Liberal party 
could get together and talk over mat- 
ters of Dominion-wide importance. 


NO PARDON FOR LEADERS 

Edward F. Ryan was not so com- 
placent—while willing thatthe rank 
and file of the Union-Libveral faction 
should be received back into the fold 
—they being properly contrite—he 
refused to consider the pardon of the 
chief offenders who had, he declared, 
been instrumental in creating a split 
in the great Liberal party, and who 
had abused their great leader. 

Qn the other hand the Union-Lib- 
erals speak in no uncertain tones as 
to their position and intentions. 

Clifford T. Jones, at. one time one 
of the most prominent and influen- 
tial members of the old ‘Liberal party 
in the, west, said that the mandate 
given by the people of Canada of 
every shade. of opinion, had not been, 
and would not be, exhausted until af.

RE-UNION IMPOSSIBLE

When the proper time comes 
the Liberals who supported Union 
government could and would call a 
convention of their own to consider 
what was their best course of action. 
Until then he was certain they would 
support the present Unfon govern- 
ment. 

' James Short, K.C., said this was 
no time to introduce party politics. 
Until Union government had outlived 
its mandate and its usefulness, and 
as long as these Liberals who had 
been elected to support them, con- 
tinued that support, he saw no rea- 
son why he should change his atti- 
tude.

HOOD, NEARING COMPLETION, IS 
894 FEET LONG; WILL HAVE 
EIGHT 15-INCH GUNS 


London, Jan. 7.—Although-no offi- 
cial statement has yet been made, it 
is understood that the British war- 
ship Hood, now nearing completion, 
will be the largest fighting vessel in 
the world. 

She is 894 feet long and will carry 
eight 15-inch guns. Her hull is fitted 
with an outer cushion, against which 
torpedoes and mines’ will explode 
harmlessly.

In the last three, months of. the 
war, he tells us fifty-nine British div- 
isiong engaged and defeated ninety- 
nine separate German divisions. 

Such a record was_ possible. only 
where the highest qualities of lead- 
ership were brought to bear. and 
where the rank and file met every 
test.

FRANCE’S POSITION IN. 
PEACE NEGOTIATIONS 


Paris, France, Jan, 2—From conver- 
sations with various persons and anal- 
ysis of various speeches and documents 
I feel that I am able to make a partial 
forecast of France's position in the 
peace negotiations. Nothing officially 
has been stated on this subject, but the 
following may be inferred. Territor- 
jally France will demand: 

1,. Full recognition of her rights to 
Alsace-Lorraine. 

2. Inclusion of the Saare basin on 
historic and economic grounds. 

3. Neutralization of the left bank of 
the Rhine and a strip of thirty kilo- 
meters (eighteen miles) wide on the 
right bank as a_ military guaranty 
against renewed German aggression. 

4. A limited protectorate over Syria, 
Lebanon, Cilicia, Palestine and Armen- 
ja. 

5. Recognition of an 
protectorate in Morocco. 
6. A share of the German colonies. 
Indemnity France Will Demand 

Financially France will ask fora full 
indemnification for all destruction by 
acts of war and a preferential treat- 
ment in the distribution of the indem- 
nities among the various. claimants. 
Economically she will ask: 

1. Indemnities in coal and possibly 
manufactured goods pending the re- 
habilitation of the French mines and 
factories. 

2. Preferential treatment on the im- 
ports of raw materials pending the re- 
habilitation of her industries. 

3. Recognition of the Rhine as an 
international waterway. 

4. Application by Germany for the 
most favored nation clause in France's 
favor without reciprocity. 

Oppose Union with Austrians 

France will favor trying such new 
ideas as the league of nations and dis- 
armament, but without relinquishing 
the foregoing claims more than is ab- 
solutely necessary to keep the agree- 
ment between the alles. Generally 
speaking France: 

1. Will oppose the union of 
Austrian-Germans with Germany. 

2. Will support the claims of the 
Greeks, Serbs and Roumanians against 
Bulgaria, 

3. Will support the maximum claims 
of the Jugo-Slavs, Czecho-Slovaks and 
Poles. 

4. Will favor the adoption of what- 
ever means seem to be practical and 
necessary to overthrow bolshevism and 
restore a moderate government in 
Russia. 

Open Sessions Are Urged 

There is still no decision as_ to 
whether the peace conferences shall 
be open or closed, but public opinion 
in France, which at first seemed will- 
ing to accept secret sessions, now 
seems to be tending toward open ses- 
sions. For example, the newspaper 
Oeuvre says: 

“Let the governments level down the 
difficulties by discreet pourparlers if

It deals with 
the operations of the British armies 
from the end of April, 1918, when the 
situation was most critical, up to the 
conclusion of the armistice. 

The document opens with a recital 
of the situation when the British 
armies had been forced to give 
ground before the “tremendous Ger- 
man onslaughts in the spring offen- 
sive, and when the Ggrman forceg on 
the western front greatly outnum- 

’ bered those of the Allies. 

The only course open for the Allies 
was to preserve their front unbroken 
until summer could bring additional 
American forces and enable them to 
face the Germans on something like 
a footing of equality.

LINES PROCEDURE. 


As the result of the action of Council, 
and correspondence of Ald.’ Galbraith, 


as its representative, with the Public |- 


Health Department of the Government, 
Mr. A..C. McKay, assistant organizer 
of municipal, hospitals, visited Red 
Deer on Wednesday and Thursday and 
interviewed the Mayor, Ald. Galbraith, 
Ald: Collison, T. P. Parcels, Horn Hill; 
J, J,-Gaetz, M.P.P., and other citizens 
re the. municipal hospital situation in 
Red Deer district. Mr. McKay also 
held a hurriedly called meeting in the 
Council chamber on Thursday morn- 
nig, at which he went into detail re- 
specting the procedure under the Mem- 
orial Hospital and was greatly pleased 
with its accommodation for forty pat- 
jents, its equipment, its management, 
and its situation. The Hospital staff 
is undermanned at present, owing to 
the impossibility, during the flu epid- 
emic, of procuring adequate help, and 
the staff havo been overworked, but 
Miss Kingston, is hopeful of. getting 
more help when the flu abates. All 
the washing of the Hospital is done 
at the institution, a new electric washer 
having been added to the Jaundry 
equipment, which adds to the respon- 
sibilities of the management. Mr. Mc- 
Kay congratulated Miss Kingston on 
the condition of the Hospital, and con-

maintaining such an institution. He 
had no idea that Red Deer had such a 
fine hospital, and was sure that few 
of the citizens realized the extent of 
the service rendered to the community. 
Any municipal-~district which lined up 
with the Red Deer hospital would be 
getting “a snap,” if he might so term 
it, if the citizens threw in the Hospital 
as it stood into the deal. 


Mr. McKay emphasized the determin- 
ation of the Minister, Hon. A. G. Mac- 
Kay, to have the people fully consulted 
in the constitution of the hospital dis- 
tricts, not to. have people on the fringes 
of proposed hospital districts unaware 
until the vote came of what was in- 
tended. He wished to have the people 
allied with the Hospital in the place 
where they did most of their trading, if 
that were pdssible, or at least where 
they would prefer it, in cases where 
their centres of trading were not ade- 
quate communities for the environment 
of a hospital. The Minister was also 
determined that he would sanction no 
hospital district in which the territory 
included was not large enough to. 
maintain a hospital without it becom- 
ing a burden on the ratepayers. Every 
town in the district could not have a 

accommodation 
and adequate equipment was to be pro- 
vided at a reasonable cost. Mr. Mc- 
Kay advised the Red, Deer people to 
have their petitions signed on the out- 
skirts of their proposed district first. 
The idea of the Department was: to 
give rural municipalities hospital ser- 
vice by a tax levy upon all the people 
and upon all the assessment comprised 
in the district. It did not necessarily 
mean a free hospital: most of the hos- 
pital districts proposed to charge $1 a 
day to those using it, and have the 
taxation ‘and Government grant carry 
the rest. The limit of hospital taxa- 
tion was 3c. an acre, or 3 mills in the 
dollar of assessment. The Gov't had had 
hospital plans drawn’ up: the cost of 
an 8 to 12 room cottage hospital would 
run $25,000 to $30,000, so that Red 
Deer, with a 40 bed hospital and full 
equipment, with a present debt of only 
$22,000, was in a very fortunate posi- 
tion. He knew of no hospital which 
paid its own way, and was surprised 
to hear that the city had not made any 
grant to Red Deer hospital the past 
two years,. beyond paying the deben- 
ture charges of $2,200 annually, some 
of which expire in 1928. Mr. McKay 
went into detail as to the procedure

SPARTACUS FACTION 
IS IN GONTROL 


EBERT GOVERNMENT IN GER- 


SAYS REPORT. 


Paris, Jan. 9.—The Ebert-Scheide- 
mann government in Germany has 
been overturned, the extremists hav- 
ing gained the upper hand in Berlin, 
after sanguinary fighting, according 
to the latest German advices reculvy- 
ed here. 

A new revolutionary government 
has peen proclaimed, composed of 
indépendent Socialists. A part of 
the government troops are reported 
to have gone over to the rebels, and 
the Spartacang row hold the priuci- 
pal points in Berlin. 

CIVIL WAR SPREADING. 

Civil war is spreading to other 
Parts of Germany, the advices iniii- 
cate, and parts of the Rhenish pro- 
vinceg and Bavaria are now reported 
to be involved. 

Gustav Noske, the commander-in- 
chief of the German government 
forces, will send new troops against 
the capital in dn attempt to regain 
control of it, it is reported. A des- 
perate reaction by the more conser- 
vative element is expected. 

The casualties in the fighting are 
reported to be heavy. The inde- 
pendent Socialists said to be at the 
head of the new government are 
George Ledabour, Herr Liebmann 
and Herr Tiek. 

Dr. Karl Liebknecht, the leader of 
the Spartacans, is continuing his act- 
ivities, presumably in an effort to in- 
stall a government of his own choos- 
ing.

Scheidemann said: ‘ 

“You know What the stake is. If 
these machinations are continued 
our women and children will be ab- 
andoned to worse famine than dur- 
ig the four terrible years of war. If 
you men who have had military train- 
ing will join us you will get arms. 
\Ve want you for defence, but we will 
not be defeated by these people. Be 
true and hold out. Promise that and 
we shall do our duty.”

‘FIVE SOCIALISTS’ ARE FOUND 
GUILTY OF_ CONSPIRACY. 


Prominent Leaderg Were Charged 
With Violation of the Espionage 
Act. 


Chicago, Jan. 9—All of the five 
Socialist leaders tried for conspiracy 
to violate the’ espionage act, were 
found guilty by a jury late Wednes- 
day. The defendants found’ guilty 
are: Congressman-elect Victor L. 
Berger, publisher of the Milwaukee 
Leader; Adolph Germer, secretary 
of the National Socialist party; W. 
F. Krause editor of the Young Social- 
ist; Irwin S. Tucker, writer and 
speaker; J. L. Engdahl, editor of the 
American Socialist. 

The defendants were charged with 
conspiracy to violate the espionage 
law by delivering -speeches and cir- 
culating published articles with the 
wilful intention of causing insubord- 
ination, disloyalty and refusal of duty 
among the civil and military forces 
of the United States, and with inter- 
fering with the recruiting service 
and the enforcement of the selective 
draft law. 

The convicted men _ face _ prison 
termg of from one to twenty years, 
a fine of from $1 to $10,000 or both, 
at the discretion of Judge K. M. Lan- 
dis, the trial judge, who will fix pun- 
ishment later. 

Attorneys for the defendants im- 
mediately presented a motion for a 
new trial. if ; 

Judge Landis fixed Janyary 25 as 
the date when he will hear arguments 
on this motion. 

The five defendants were taken in 
custody to the court room, but a few 
minutes later were released on their 
old bond of $10,000 each. ‘.

Pedley said: “Second only to my home 
arrival, your letter is the best welcome 
I've had to Canada and the written 
word will not adequately express my 
appreciation of the thoughtfulness of 
the Red Deer School BoArd. I am very 
sorry I cannot come, not only because 
I would like to be back among my 
friends in Red Deer, but because I 
liked teaching science in your school.”

= FOR AIRMEN 


Toronto, Jan. 8.—With reference to 
R.A.F. allowances, military officials 
make the following ‘statement rela 
tive to post discharge pay for men of 
the Royal Air Force: 

The post discharge pay for men of 
the Royal Air Force is in excess of 
that for men of the Canadian forces 
who have not served outside of Can- 
ada. 

Men with under one year’s service 
receive: fifteen days’ pay and a gra- 
tuity of $7.21; in the Canadian forces 
men who served in Canada only, un- 
der one year, receive no post dis- 
charge pay. 

Men who have served wth the R.A. 
F. receive three days post discharge 
pay and a gratuity of $9.64, whereas 
in the Canadian forces for service in 
Canada of over one year and under 
two years 30 days’ post discharge pay
